1. KEEP WORK AREA CLEAN. Cluttered areas and benches invite injuries. 

2. AVOID DANGEROUS ENVIRONMENT. Don't expose power tools to rain. Don't use power tools in damp or wet 
locations. Keep area well lit. Avoid chemical or corrosive environment. Do not use tool in presence of flammable 
liquids or gases.

ASSEMBLY 

Refer to Fig. 1 for the various parts of the Model 41 12 Dovetail Machine. 

1 . One at a time insert one jam nut, Item 18, into outside recessed areas on front of base, Item 8, and thread bolt, 
Item 14, into jam nut and tighten firmly. 

2. One at a time insert the remaining jam nuts, Item 18, into the remaining recessed areas on the front and top of 
base, Item 8, and thread bolt, Item 17, into jam nut and tighten firmly. 

3. Thread locknuts, Item 7, all the way on templet retaining bolts, Item 14. 

4. Thread on knurled nuts, Item 6. 

5. Place right and left edge guides, Items 12 and 13, onto the base, Item 8, and fasten with screws, Item 15, and 
slide edge guides to end of base. 

6. To install clamp bars, Items 9 and 10, place springs (first place the washers, Item 16, on front bar only), Item 5, 
onto bolts, Item 17, followed by the clamp bars then spacers, Item 2, and retain with clamp knobs, Item 1. 

NOTE: When clamping material thicker than %", the spacers, Item 2, will need to be removed. 

7. Attach templet, Item 1 1 , to templet brackets, Item 4, with templet retaining screws, Item 3. 

8. Insert assembled templet between locknuts, Item 7, and knurled nuts, Item 6. 

9. The completely assembled machine should be securely mounted to a sturdy bench or stand to prevent 
movement during routing operations. Slots are provided in the front and back of the base for this purpose. 

ADJUSTING TEMPLET LOCATION 

Front to back positioning of the templets is accomplished by varying the location of the locknuts (Item 7, Fig. 1). 
ADJUSTING EDGE GUIDE LOCATION 

After templets have been properly adjusted and the drawer front is in correct alignment with the templet, the edge 
guides can be located. 

1 . Remove templet from machine. NOTE: DO NOT UNCLAMP DRAWER FRONT. 

2. Loosen edge guide retaining screw, (Item 15, Fig. 1) and slide edge guide to drawer front and secure in place. 

3. Replace templet. 
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IDENTIFYING DRAWER PARTS 

It is recommended that scrap lumber be used when making your first dovetail cut so all adjustments and fits can be 
checked to insure a satisfactory joint. Once the templet and router have been set up to rout a satisfactory dovetail 
joint, any number of joints can be made. 

1 . Arrange the drawer front and side pieces as shown in Fig. 2. 

NOTE: Ends of front and side pieces must be cut square with the length of the pieces to produce good 
dovetail joints. 

2. Mark the "outside", "inside" and "ends" of each piece as shown in Fig. 2.

PREPARING ROUTER 

1 . CAUTION: DISCONNECT ROUTER FROM POWER SOURCE. 

2. Insert templet guide, (A) Fig. 4, in hole (B), in router sub-base (C). 

3. Install templet guide locknut (D) on templet guide and firmly tighten to lock templet guide in sub-base. 

4. Insert dovetail bit, (A) Fig. 5, through templet guide into router collet. 

5. Adjust router so dovetail bit projection (B) from bottom of router sub-base (C), is 9 /i6 n .

2. Place drawer front "inside up" under top clamp bar and against side of drawer which is extending above surface 
of machine. 

3. Place the V2 11 half-blind dovetail templet on top of drawer front and adjust locknuts, Item 7, Fig. 1 , so there is 19 /32 n 
from back of templet slots to edge of drawer front at both ends of templet (see Fig. 8). Tighten knurled nuts, Item 6, 
Fig. 1 , to secure templet in place. 

4. Loosen top clamp bar and position drawer front so that the left edge is 3 /ie" (see Fig. 8) past the left edge of the 
first templet slot and clamp in place. 

5. Remove V2 11 half-blind dovetail templet (DO NOT LOOSEN TOP CLAMP BAR) and locate #1 edge guide against 
drawer front, secure in place and replace V2 11 half-blind dovetail templet and secure it in place. 

6. Loosen front clamp bar and raise side of drawer so that it is in contact with the underside of the templet and 
against the edge guide. Tighten front clamp bar securely. 



ROUTING DOVETAILS 

1 . Be sure router motor is "off" and plug into power source. 

2. Set router squarely on finger templet to the right of 
drawer pieces. 

3. Make sure bit is clear of work and will not strike machine 
base. 

4. Start the motor and make the first cut along the entire 
outside edge of the finger templet, from right to left, in the 
direction of the arrow (A) Fig. 9. This will prevent chipping of 
the edge of the drawer piece when the router is moved in 
and out of the templet. 

5. Now, carefully move the router from left to right around 
the templet outline, in and out of the slots as shown by 
arrow (B) Fig. 9. 

6. Next, examine the drawer pieces to make sure they 
have been cleanly routed. See Fig. 10. 

7. Remove drawer pieces and fit together, matching 
dovetail (A) with slot (B), Fig. 10. 

CAUTION: DISCONNECT ROUTER FROM POWER SOURCE BEFORE MAKING ADJUSTMENTS TO 
ROUTER. 

If joint is loose, slightly increase depth of cut. If joint is tight, slightly decrease depth of cut. The bit is raised or 
lowered by adjusting the router motor in the router base with the motor "off". 

8. After obtaining a snug dovetail, assemble parts and check the relation of the end of the drawer front to the side 
of the left side of the drawer. If the drawer front overhangs side of drawer, decrease 19 /32 M dimension in step 3 under 
CLAMPING DRAWER PARTS. If side of drawer overhangs front, increase 19 /32 n dimension.

9. Fig. 11 shows both the left and right corner of a drawer fitted together after they were both routed from the left 
end of the templet. Note the location of partial pins on drawer sides. 

10. If for appearance reasons the partial pins are desired to be in the same location of both sides of the drawer as 
shown in Fig. 1 2, then rout the right end of the drawer front and right side of the drawer on the right end of the templet. 
Adjust the edge guide the same as those on the left (mirror image).

PREPARING ROUTER 

Prepare router the same as for V2 11 half-blind dovetails except install 42054 templet guide, 43639 bit, and adjust depth 
of cut (B) Fig. 5to 9 /i6 n . 

CLAMPING DRAWER PARTS 

Drawer parts are clamped in the same manner as those for V2 11 half-blind dovetails except for the following: 

1 . Position the W half-blind dovetail templet so that there is 9 /32 n from back of templet slots to edge of drawer front 
(see Fig. 14). 

2. Position drawer front so the left edge is Vs" (see Fig. 14) past the left edge of the first templet slot. 

3. Locate #3 edge guide against drawer front. 

ROUTING DOVETAILS 

Route dovetails and check for fit the same as those for V2 11 half-blind dovetails.

PREPARING ROUTER 

Prepare router the same as that for V2 11 or W half-blind 
dovetails depending on size to be cut. 

PREPARING DRAWER FRONT 

The drawer front should be 3 M" longer and 3 M" wider than the 
drawer size required and have a 3 /b" x 7 /ie" deep rabbet cut 
completely around the inside of the drawer front. 

NOTE: Maximum depth of drawer is 10 5 /8 n , for V2 11 
rabbeted dovetails.

CLAMPING DRAWER PARTS AND ROUTING DOVETAILS 

Parts are clamped and routed much in the same manner as those for half-blind dovetails, except the location of the 
drawer front must be adjusted to allow for the rabbet, and FRONT AND SIDES OF DRAWER MUST BE ROUTED 
SEPARATELY. 

1 . Position drawer front "inside up" on top of machine maintaining dimensions to templet shown in Fig. 1 7. A gauge 
block with a 3 /b" rabbet may be used to position drawer front as shown in Fig. 17A. 

2. Locate either #2 or #4 edge guide, depending on size of dovetail to be cut, to edge of drawer front. 

3. Drawer front may now be routed. 

4. Remove drawer front and locate drawer side against edge guide in the same manner as that for V2 11 half-blind 
dovetails. 

NOTE: A backup piece should be used in place of the drawer front to prevent tear-out when routing sides of 
drawer. 

5. Route drawer side and check for fit the same as for V2 11 half-blind dovetails.

PREPARING ROUTER 

Prepare router the same as for V2 11 half-blind dovetails except install V2 11 straight bit and adjust depth of cut, (B) Fig. 5, 
equal to W plus thickness of material to be joined. 



CLAMPING BOX PARTS 

NOTE: All box joint cuts are made with the box parts clamped to the front of the machine. 

1 . Install #3 edge guides to machine and slide to end of base, do not tighten at this time. 

2. Place a piece of scrap material, that is approximately W thicker and at least as wide as the boards to be joined, 
under the top clamp and flush with front of machine. 

3. Place the box joint templet on top of the scrap material and adjust so there is about 3 /b" (Fig. 19) from back of 
templet slot to edge of scrap material at both ends of templet. 

4. Mark center of board to be routed under front clamp, up against bottom of box templet. Locate center mark Vie" 
to the right of the templet finger slot that is closest to the left end of the templet (see Fig. 20). 

5. Slide edge guide to the right against board to be routed and secure in place. 




ROUTING BOX JOINTS 

1 . Before turning on router, place it on templet and make sure bit will not hit machine as it cuts into scrap material. 

2. Carefully rout box joints. 

3. Loosen front clamp, rotate material as shown in Fig. 21 and position up against templet and edge guide. Clamp 
securely in place and rout other end.

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MAINTENANCE 

KEEP TOOL CLEAN 

All plastic parts should be cleaned with soft cloth. NEVER use solvents when cleaning plastic parts. They could 
possibly dissolve or otherwise damage the material. 

Periodically coat steel parts of clamp assemblies with wax to protect from rust.
